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World powers move towards further action on Libya 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AFP) 
- World powers ramped up the 
pressure on Moamer Kadhafi's 
regime yesterday, as the 
United States urged the inter¬ 
national community to work 
together on further steps to end 
bloodshed in Libya. 

"The people of Libya have 
made themselves clear: it is 


time for Kadhafi to go — now, 
without further violence or 
delay," US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton told the UN 
Human Rights Council. 

"We all need to work to¬ 
gether on further steps to hold 
the Kadhafi government ac¬ 
countable, provide humanita¬ 
rian assistance to those in need 


and support the Libyan people 
as they pursue a transition to 
democracy." 

"We will continue to ex¬ 
plore all possible options for 
action — as we have said, noth¬ 
ing is off the table so long as 
the Libyan government contin¬ 
ues to threaten and kill Libyan 
citizens," she added. 


During an intense round of 
one-on-one meetings on the 
sidelines of a session of the 
rights council, Clinton, Rus¬ 
sian Foreign Minister Sergei 
Lavrov, EU chief diplomat 
Catherine Ashton as well as 
counterparts from Britain, Ger¬ 
many, Italy and other coun¬ 
tries, discussed steps to deal 
with what the US envoy called 
post-Kadhafi Libya. 

Talks focused on "how we 
can keep the pressure on the 
Kadhafi regime without harm¬ 
ing the Libyan people," Clin¬ 
ton told journalists. "We 
explored a number of potential 
actions, many of which are 
more in the European theatre 
than actions that we ourselves 
could take." 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle called for a 
60-day freeze on all payments 
into Libya in order to deprive 
Kadhafi's regime of the means 
to oppress the Libyan people. 

British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague welcomed the 
suggestion but insisted that 
there was a need to implement 
the measures such as sanctions 
agreed over the past few days 
first, claiming they could have 
a swift impact on violence. 

"It is part of the intensifying 
pressure on the Kadhafi 
regime, it is time for him to 
go," he told journalists. 

Hague underlined a "re¬ 
markable" and "unpreceden¬ 
ted" degree of unanimity in the 
international community. 

The UN Security Council 
voted unanimously on Satur¬ 
day to impose sanctions and to 
refer Libya to the International 
Criminal Court over the re¬ 
gime's bid to crush an uprising. 

A day earlier, the 47-mem- 
ber UN rights council set up an 
investigation into suspected 
crimes against humanity. 

In Brussels, the European 
Union agreed yesterday to im¬ 
plement an assets freeze and 
travel ban on Kadhafi and 25 
members of his family and 
inner circle, and ban any sup¬ 
ply of arms, ammunition and 
related material in addition to 


the UN measures. 

According to the New York 
Times, the United States and 
European allies are planning to 
impose a no-fly zone over 
Libya to prevent the regime 
from an aerial bombardment of 
its population. 

Clinton said it is "an option 
we are actively considering" 
while Australian Foreign Min¬ 
ister Kevin Rudd voiced his 
support for the plan. 

But Lavrov, when asked 
whether a no-fly zone over 
Libya had been discussed with 
Clinton, said: "Absolutely not. 
It was not mentioned by any¬ 
one." 

Ashton and Hague warned 
while such a step was being 
discussed it had to be drawn up 
with broad international sup¬ 
port. 

UN human rights chief Navi 
Pillay said that "the threat of vi¬ 
olent reprisals against civilians 
still looms," in Libya, after 
hundreds were feared killed in 
the brutal attempts to crush the 
revolt against Kadhafi.

She is an Academy 
Award and Golden Globe win¬ 
ner for her participation in 
movies like,” Tootsie,” “The 
Fly,” “Beetlejuice,” “The Aca¬ 
demic Tourist,” “Stuart Little” 
and “Accidents Happen,” as 


well as for her television series. 

During Bachelet’s en¬ 
counter with the Aruban min¬ 
ister she accepted an invitation 
to visit Aruba during one of the 
women’s events to be held in 
Aruba soon.

Ancient Peruvian site forces experts to 
re-think past

LIMA (AFP) - Archeologists 
have discovered a group of 
ancient tombs in the moun¬ 
tainous jungle of southeast¬ 
ern Peru they say is as 
important as the discovery of 
the lost city of Machu Picchu. 

The tombs belonging to 
the Wari culture were found 
on the jungle-covered eastern 
slope of the Andes in Cuzco 
department at a long-aban¬ 
doned city thought to be the 
last redoubt of Inca resistance 
to Spanish colonial rule. 

The Waris, a pre-Inca civ¬ 
ilization, had an enormous 
cultural impact in the Andean 
region between 600 and 
1200. The Inca empire 
(around 1400 to 1532) was 
the largest pre-Columbian 
empire in the Americas. 

"It is an impressive Wari 
find in the Cuzco jungle that 
opens a new chapter on ar¬ 
chaeological research and 
forces us to re-write history," 
said Juan Garcia, the cultural 
director for the Cuzco region, 
as he announced the discov¬ 


ery late Wednesday. 

"The discovery is one of 
the most important ever, and 
is comparable to Machu Pic¬ 
chu... and the Lord of Sipan," 
said Garcia, referring to the 
1987 discovery of the tomb 
of an ancient Moche lord. 

Archaeologists found a y- 


shaped silver chest plate, a 
silver mask, two golden 
bracelets with feline figures 
and two wooden walking 
sticks laminated with silver in 
the tomb of a high-ranking 
personality dubbed the Lord 
of Wari. 

The tombs are within the 


archaeological com¬ 
plex of Espiritu 
Pampa, in the Cuzco 
district of Vilcabamba, 
some 1,100 kilome¬ 
ters (680 miles) south¬ 
east of Lima. 

Vilcabamba was 
the last refuge of Inca 
resistance after Span¬ 
ish conquistadors 
captured and exe¬ 
cuted the Inca em¬ 
peror in 1532. The 
last resistance leader, 
Tupac Amaru I, was 
captured by the 
Spaniards after flee¬ 
ing the site and exe¬ 
cuted in 1572. 

It is a "spectacular, 
truly surprising" dis¬ 
covery, said archaeol¬ 
ogist Luis Lumbreras, former 
director of the National Cul¬ 
tural Institute (INC). 

"This will make us revise 
part of Inca history." 

It is the first proof of Wari 
presence in the jungle, and 
proof that the Waris were in 


the area much earlier than the 
Incas, Lumbreras said. 

Archaeologists first found 
the funeral complex in July 
2010, and studied it for the 
next months. 

Lumbreras said he would 
not be surprised that archae¬ 
ologists now uncover a Wari 
city in the area "that may 
have something to do with 
legends like that of Paititi." 

For centuries, explorers 
have fruitlessly searched for 
Paititi, a fabled lost city in the 
Amazon jungle said to be 
filled with gold and jewels. 

The pre-Columbian civi¬ 
lizations in the Americas left 
no written record of their his¬ 
tory, so it is largely up to ar¬ 
chaeologists to describe 
history before the European 
contact. 

In places like Peru, ancient 
sites have been well pre¬ 
served in the dry coastal re¬ 
gion and in the Andes, but 
bones and textiles rarely sur¬ 
vive the wet and humid con¬ 
ditions of the jungle.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A gel 
that has been shown to reduce 
the risk of HIV infection in 
women during vaginal sex has 
also shown promise toward 
preventing transmission during 
anal sex, US researchers said. 

"HIV was significantly in¬ 
hibited in tissue samples from 
participants who used teno- 
fovir gel daily for one week 
compared to tissue from partic¬ 
ipants who used the placebo 
gel," the study said. 

The results came from the 
first clinical trial of tenofovir 
gel for rectal use, and were re¬ 


sue from the subjects and 
exposed the tissue to HIV 
in a lab to see how the product 
protected against infection. 

They also tested an oral 
tablet and a single daily dose 
of rectal gel, and found those 
methods provided no protec¬ 
tion against HIV. 

"We are very encouraged 
about these findings that indi¬ 
cate applying tenofovir gel 
topically to the rectum could 
be a promising approach to 
HIV prevention," said lead au¬ 
thor Peter Anton, director of 
the Center for Prevention Re¬ 
search at UCLA.

When Joe Miklojcik, the 
founding member of the The¬ 
ater Arts Department of the 
Mason Gross School of Fine 
Arts at Rutgers University re¬ 
tired to Aruba a few years ago, 
his addition to the art commu¬ 
nity caused quite a stir. The 
award winning designer of the¬ 
ater backdrops began produc¬ 
ing canvases inspired by the 
Aruban landscape, portraying 
the dramatic elements of the is¬ 
land’s flora and fauna as it had 
never been before.

EU seeks to bridge divide over competitivity 
pact: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - European Union president Herman Van 
Rompuy sought to bridge divisions over deepening economic 
coordination in the eurozone, scaling down a disputed 
Franco-German plan opposed by several states. 

Van Rompuy was given a mandate by EU leaders at a Febru¬ 
ary 4 summit to draft a competitivity pact that has been 
pushed by France and Germany in order to prevent any new 
debt crises from rocking the euro. 

Several countries have criticised the pact as a German attempt 
to impose its austere economic model on the rest of the euro¬ 
zone nations. 


US consumer spending crawls in January: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US consumer spending slowed to a 
crawl in January from December, despite a sharp rise in in¬ 
comes, official data showed. 

The Commerce Department reported consumer spending rose 
a seasonally adjusted 0.2 percent in January, the weakest pace 
since June. 

The December rise — the crucial holiday shopping season — 
was revised downward to 0.5 percent from 0.7 percent. 
Consumer spending in January was in line with expectations 
but personal incomes leaped 1.0 percent after a 0.4 percent 
rise in December. 


Eurozone inflation hits 2.3%, lower than esti¬ 
mated: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Infla¬ 
tion in the eurozone rose to 
2.3 percent in January, lower 
than previously estimated but 
still above the European 
Central Bank's comfort zone, 
official data showed 
Inflation exceeded the ECB's 
2.0 percent threshold for 
price stability for the second 
month in a row after hitting 2.2 percent in December, the Euro¬ 
stat statistics agency said. 

But it was lower than last month's flash estimate of 2.4 percent 
inflation for January. 

Consumer prices have reached their highest level in the 17-na¬ 
tion single currency area since October 2008, when they hit 3.2 
percent as record oil prices drove costs up.

A Perfect day - Research on 
the quality and contribution 
of Aruba’s cruise industry 


The Cmise industry is witness¬ 
ing a phenomenal growth. An 
industry where demand contin¬ 
ues to outstrip supply, even in 
the harshest of economic con¬ 
ditions, annual occupancy per¬ 
centage is projected to exceed 
100% in 2011. The Cruise in¬ 
dustry’s growth is headlined by 
the Caribbean, which continues 
to rank as the dominant cruise 
destination, accounting for ap¬ 
proximately 40% of all itiner¬ 
aries in 2010. Passenger 
numbers have continued to in¬ 
crease for the Caribbean to 
record numbers. A record 13 
million passengers cruised in 
2009, an increase of 440,000 
guests over 2008, with over 10 
million originating in North 
America. The cmise industry is 
the fastest-growing category in 
the leisure travel market, and 
since 1980, the industry has ex¬ 
perienced an average annual 
passenger growth rate of ap¬ 
proximately 7.4% per annum. 
Over the past decades, Amba 
has witnessed an equally im¬ 
pressive growth in Cmise pas¬ 
sengers, accounting for over 
600 thousand visitors in 2009 
and set to grow with 5% in 
2011, according to the newly 
privatized Amba Tourism Au¬ 
thority 

A Perfect Day - Aruba 
Cruise Industry Study 2010 

Yet, despite this phenomenal 
growth and these impressive 
numbers, little is known about 
the profile and preferences of 
Cmise visitors to Amba. There 
is indeed a lack of reliable and 
valid of information and knowl¬ 
edge on the profile, preferences, 
and perceptions of cmise visi¬ 
tors to Amba. Therefore, late 
2010 a small group of Tourism 
students at the University of 
Amba, set out to conduct an in- 
depth study on what creates a 
‘Perfect Day’ for cmise visitors 
to Amba. The objective was on 
the one hand to develop an un¬ 
derstanding of the profile, pref¬ 
erences and perceptions of the 
Amban cmise visitor with re¬ 
gard to the products, services 
and experiences, and secondly 
to assess the cmise visitor ex¬ 
penditures and the economic 
contribution of Amba’s cmise 
industry. The research ques¬ 
tions included: What are the 


main profiles of cmise visitors 
to Amba? What are the quality 
perceptions of cmise visitors to 
Amba? What are the main ex¬ 
penditures of cmise visitors to 
Amba? Several student teams 
were posted at the Cmise port 
and conducted almost 1000 sur¬ 
veys with visiting Cmisers. The 
Cmise survey questionnaire 
was standardized and based on 
an extensive review of previous 
industry studies, thereby allow¬ 
ing a comparison and bench¬ 
mark of Amba’s Cmise 
industry. 

Cruise Expenditures and 
Economic Contribution 

The preliminary results of 
the ‘Perfect Day’ survey were 
recently presented at the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba, and yielded 
some interesting results, albeit 
confirming some hypothesis 
and assumptions. Indeed, as 
expected, the findings indicate 
that Cruise visitors spend the 
highest (average) amount on 
jewelry, luxury brands, elec¬ 
tronics, and tours (see graph 
for details). On average cmise 
tourists spend $358 on jewelry, 
$101 on luxury (retail) brands, 
$94 on electronics, and $70 on 
tours and sightseeing. In addi¬ 
tion, the study indicates that 
most cmise visitors spend their 
money on tours (31.5%) and 
retail clothing (29.4%), fol¬ 
lowed by jewelry (23.8%). On 
the other hand, categories 
which receive comparatively 
less spending are groceries, car 
rental and cultural activities. 

The findings of this study 
indicate that cruise tourists 
spend $225 on average during 
their visit on Aruba, which is 
above average compared to the 
rest of the Caribbean, thereby 
dispelling a long-held myth 
that ‘last ports receive less’. 
While the total economic con¬ 
tribution (including taxes, em¬ 
ployment, wages, investments) 
of the Amban Cmise industry 
is beyond the direct (con¬ 
sumer-based) scope of this 
study, the calculations indicate 
that the economic contribution, 
and especially the commercial 
value, of Amba’s Cmise indus¬ 
try is well over $20 million, 
thereby accounting for a size¬ 
able share of the destination’s 
tourism pie. 


Conclusions 

Growth inspires both de¬ 
mand and responsibilities. As 
the Cruise industry ventures 
deeper into the 21st century, it 
seems unlikely that demand 
will decrease any time soon. 
Rather, the quest for cmise 
quality and destination com¬ 
petitiveness has increased at a 
rapid pace. Despite the historic 
growth of Aruba’s cruise in¬ 
dustry, it faces some strategic 
challenges if it wants to equal 
or surpass this growth in an in¬ 
novative and sustainable man¬ 
ner. While the economic 
contribution and commercial 
value of the cruise industry is 
beyond dispute, one has to 
wonder if Aruba can still max¬ 
imize this economic contribu¬ 
tion, without flooding our 
harbor and shores with a mil¬ 
lion cruise visitors within the 
next decade. 

One of the fundamental 
questions remains how and 
where can Amba diversify and 
improve the quality of its prod¬ 
uct portfolio and service expe¬ 
riences in order to sustain an 
environmentally-sensitive and 
socially-responsible economic 
development? Beyond eco¬ 
nomics, how can Aruba pro¬ 
vide a uniquely distinctive 
experience by respecting its 
local community, heritage and 
identity, thereby remaining 
truthful to its natural beauty 
and hospitality? Whatever the 
answers to these and other 
strategic questions - and there 
are many -, we are reminded 
that we determine our own 
cmise and destination...

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'King's Speech' crowned with Oscars gold

HOLLYWOOD (AFP) - 
Royal drama ’’The King’s 
Speech” was crowned with 
Oscars gold on Sunday, tak¬ 
ing three of the top Academy 
Award prizes, including best 
actor for self-mocking Eng¬ 
lishman Colin Firth. 

The movie grabbed the 
coveted best film and best di¬ 
rector awards as well as 
Firth’s gong for his portrayal 
of a stammering King George 
VI, helped by an Australian 
voice coach to rally wartime 
Britain. 

Best original screenplay 
completed a four-Oscar haul 
— the same as hi-tech thriller 
’’Inception” and one more 
than Facebook movie ’’The 
Social Network”, which had 
a disappointing night after 
being tipped as possible best 
film. 

Screenwriter David Sei- 
dler used his acceptance 
speech to jokingly thank 
Queen Elizabeth II, among 
others, as well as stutterers 
everywhere. 

”1 would like to thank Her 
Majesty the Queen for not 
putting me in the Tower of 
London” for putting swear 
words in George Vi’s mouth. 
’’And I accept this on behalf 
of all the stutterers through¬ 
out the world. 

”We have a voice, we have 
been heard,” said Seidler, 
who himself suffered from a 


stammer, echoing a line from 
the movie. 

’’The Social Network”, 
nominated in eight Oscars 
categories, ended up going 
home with only three, and 
none of the major ones: film 
editing, original score and 
adapted screenplay for 
screenwriter Aaron Sorlcin. 

Sorkin paid tribute after¬ 
wards to Facebook founder 
Mark Zuckerberg, whose 
portrayal in the movie is not 
overly flattering. 

”1 think he’s been an aw¬ 
fully good sport about this,” 
he told reporters. ”1 don’t 
know if any of us want to 
have a movie made about 
when we were 19.” ’’Incep¬ 
tion,” starring Leonardo Di- 
Caprio as a hired hand who 
penetrates people’s dreams, 
won four Oscars: cine¬ 
matography, visual effects, 
sound mixing and sound ed¬ 
iting, while a heavily preg¬ 
nant Natalie Portman, as 
expected, won best actress 
for her role in disturbing 
ballet thriller ’’Black Swan.” 

Boxing movie ’’The 
Fighter” took two gongs — 
best supporting actor for 
Christian Bale, and best sup¬ 
porting actress for Melissa 
Leo, who had both been fa¬ 
vorites to win. 

In a rare edgy moment on 
an otherwise drama-free 
night, eo’s use of the F-word 


in her acceptance speech had 
to be cut out of the time-de¬ 
layed broadcast. 

”1 had no idea, I apologize 
to anyone I offended,” she 
later said. 


’’The King’s Speech” di¬ 
rector Tom Hooper related 
the extraordinary story of 
how he only came to make 
the movie thanks to the help 
of his Australian mother, who 
was in the audience. 

”My mum in 2007 was in¬ 
vited by some Australian 
friends — she’s Australian — 
in London, to a fringe theater 
play reading of an unpro¬ 
duced, unrehearsed play 
called ’The King’s Speech’,” 
said the 38-year-old Brit. 

He explained: ’’She’s 
never been invited to a play 
reading her entire life before. 
She almost didn't go because 
it didn't sound exactly prom¬ 
ising, but thank God she did. 

"She rang me up after, 
said, Tom, I think I found 


your next film. So, with this 
tonight, I honor you and the 
moral of the story is, listen to 
your mother.” 

In other prizes, "Toy Story 
3,” the third instalment of the 
family-friendly franchise 
starring Woody, Buzz 
Lightyear and co. won best 
animated feature Oscar as 
expected. 

And the best foreign film 
prize went to "In a Better 
World” by Denmark's star 
director Susanne Bier, who 
vanquished movies from Al¬ 
geria, Canada, Greece and 
Mexico. 

The Oscars is the culmi¬ 
nation of the multi-billion 
movie industry's awards 
season and has been pre¬ 
ceded by months of frantic 
campaigning for the coveted 
gold statuettes. 

The ceremony marked 
the second year that 10 films 
were competing for the best 
picture prize, up from five 
previously. The academy 
expanded the category in a 
bid to include more popular 
films. This year, most of the 
top contenders crossed the 


$100 million mark at the box 
office. 

Firth, who had been seen 
as a shoo-in for best actor, 
made a typically self-depre¬ 
cating acceptance speech, 
opening up with: ”1 have a 
feeling my career's just 
peaked. 

"Joyous as they may be for 
me, it would be extremely 
problematic if they make it to 
my legs before I get off 
stage," he added, referring to 
his role in the ABBA-in- 
spired musical hit Mamma 
Mia!. 

He won over Jeff Bridges 
— who beat Firth to the best 
actor Oscar last year — in

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Windies flay Dutch attack, 
India under fire

NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
West Indies flayed the Dutch 
attack on Monday, scoring an 
impressive 330-8 as World 
Cup favourites India came 
under fire from a demanding 
media after their dramatic tie 
with England. 

In the day/night match in 
New Delhi, the Netherlands 
struggled to contain the 
Caribbean batsmen, with 
opener Chris Gayle scoring 
80 and Kieron Pollard power¬ 
ing to 60 in just 27 balls in a 
devastating cameo containing 
four sixes. 

Pollard said it was crucial 
to put up a good performance 
after a dispiriting seven- 
wicket defeat to South Africa 
in their first match of the 
competition. 

’’This is something that we 
actually needed. For the bats¬ 
men to go out there and show 
what they can do is good for 
us and hopefully we can learn 
from our mistakes and move 
forward,” said Pollard. 

”Our all-round cricket has 


to stand up. The batting was 
just a start for us," added the 
powerful all-rounder. 

"There's now the fielding 
and bowling departments. If 
we can get it together we now 
have a couple of games 
where we can go out there 
and show our talent." 

Earlier, minnows Canada 
slumped to a huge 175-run 
defeat at the hands of Zim¬ 
babwe, who scored 298 in 
their 50 overs with Tatenda 
Taibu (98) and Craig Ervine 
(85) putting on 181 for the 
third wicket. 

Canada collapsed to 7-3 
and never recovered, bowled 
out for just 123 with three 
wickets apiece for spinners 
Ray Price and Graeme Cre- 
mer. 

In a gripping contest on 
Sunday that injected life into 
a tournament that has seen a 
series of lopsided matches, 
India scored 338 all out in 
Bangalore thanks to a crowd¬ 
pleasing century from Sachin 
Tendulkar. 


But in dramatic scenes 
under the floodlights at the 
M. Chinnaswamy stadium, 
England, led by skipper An¬ 
drew Strauss with 158, lev¬ 
elled the scores on the final 
ball of their innings. 

Despite the excitement, 
India's media said the match 
should serve as a wake-up 
call, bemoaning the hosts' 
failure to beat England and 
lamenting lacklustre fielding 
and a bowling line-up that 
lacked penetration. 

The Hindustan Times 
asked: "Will just putting runs 
on the board be good enough 
to win the World Cup?" 

"It could happen, but will 
require a lot of luck. When 
compared to most champion 
teams of any era, this team 
suffers in terms of all-round 
balance." 

The Times of India blasted 
the Indian attack as one of the 
worst in the Test world but 
said there was time to rectify 
weaknesses. 

England's Ian Bell, who 
scored 69, insisted on Mon¬ 
day there is plenty more to 
come from his side, who have 
reached three World Cup fi¬ 
nals but never won cricket's 
showpiece event. 

"We haven't played our 
best cricket yet and we have 
just tied with India, chasing 
338," said Bell ahead of their 
return to the Chinnaswamy 
stadium for Wednesday's 
match against Ireland. 

"That has got to be a good 
sign. We just need to make 
sure that we play better 
cricket as this tournament 
goes on — there is no point 
playing it now." 

He added: "Our batting 
unit has been playing well, 
certainly Strauss, and that is 
exciting for us."

Russian club make $10m 
offer for Gattuso 



ROME (AFP) - Russian club 
Anzhi Makhachkala have 
made a 10-million-dollar 
offer to AC Milan's Italy mid¬ 
fielder Gennaro Gattuso, the 
Italian press reported on 
Monday, citing Russian web¬ 
site Lifesports. 

The Dagestan club, cur¬ 


rently 11th in the Russian 
league, are already paying 
3 7-year-old Roberto Carlos 
five million dollars per year 
and have offered his former 
Brazil team-mate Ronaldo 
eight million dollars to play 
for them. 

The club is bankrolled by 
Russian billionaire Suleiman 
Kerimov, who comes from 
the troubled North Caucasus 
region that neigbours Chech¬ 
nya, where Dutch football 
legend Ruud Gullit has 
coached Terek Grozny since 
January. 

Gattuso, a World Cup win¬ 
ner with Italy in 2006, re¬ 
ceived a four-match 
suspension from UEFA last 
week for head-butting Totten¬ 
ham assistant coach Joe Jor¬ 
dan in their Champions 
League last 16 first leg clash. 


Juventus announce €39.5m loss 


ROME (AFP) - Under-per¬ 
forming Italian giants Juven¬ 
tus lost 39.5 million euros 
during the first half of the 
2010-11 season, the club's 
board announced on Monday. 

Over the same period of 
the previous season, the club 
recorded profits of 14.2 mil¬ 
lion euros. 

Revenue for the period 
was 88.8 million euros, a fall 
of 29 percent on the previous 
year (125 million euros). 

The figures can be ex¬ 
plained by Juve's participa¬ 
tion in the Europa League, 
which is far less lucrative 
than the Champions League, 


and by changes to the way 
money from television rights 
is shared between Italian 
clubs. 

The board revealed that it 
was predicting "a significant 
loss" for the period between 
now and the end of the sea¬ 
son. 

Juve, 27-time Italian 
champions, lost 2-0 at home 
to Bologna on Saturday, their 
fourth defeat in their last six 
league games. 

They are currently seventh 
in Serie A, seven points out¬ 
side the Champions League 
qualification places.

Donald downs Kaymer for 
Match Play title 



MARANA (AFP) - English¬ 
man Luke Donald, the best 
player ah week at the $8.5 
million Accenture Match 
Play Championship, claimed 
the title Sunday with a 3 and 
2 victory over Germany's 
Martin Kaymer. 

Donald's triumph in the 
18-hole final may have taken 
some of the shine off 
Kaymer's rise to the world 
number one ranking, but it 
was a fitting end to a week in 
which Donald never trailed in 
any of his six matches. 

Donald claimed his first 
trophy in a prestigious World 
Golf Championships event, 
received $1.4 million and 
jumped to a career high third 
in the world rankings. 

"It feels amazing," Donald 
said. "I've had a bit of a mon¬ 
key on my back the last few 
years. I haven't won for five 
years in the US and there's a 
lot of sweat and tears to get to 
this point — but I've broken 
through and it feels really 
good. 

"I was a little shaky in the 


middle of the round. I held it 
together the last few holes 
and made nice birdies on 11 
and 13 and 15 and that was 
good enough," added Donald, 
who established a 3-up lead 
after five holes before 
Kaymer clawed back to 
square the match at the turn. 

Kaymer looked like taking 
the lead at the 10th hole at 
Dove Mountain, but Donald 
made a fine up-and-down par 
save from a sandy waste area 
to stay level and then took the 
lead for good with a birdie at 
the par-five 11th, where 
Kaymer showed he is fallible 
by missing a five foot putt. 

The German then handed 
Donald the par-three 12th 
hole after a poor tee shot. 

It was Donald's tourna¬ 
ment to lose from there, and 
Kaymer effectively blew any 
chance of a late comeback by 
missing another short putt, 
from inside four feet, at 15. 

"That up-and-down on 10 
was a huge point for me," 
Donald said. "If I'd gone 1- 
down, I think that changes 


my psyche a little bit. I 
still felt pretty positive, 
because I wasn't down 
in the match." 

In fact, Donald was 
so dominant through¬ 
out the five-day event 
that he played the 
fewest holes of any 
champion in the 13- 
year history of the tour¬ 
nament. He did not 
play the 18th hole all 
week. 

"To beat the top 63 
players in the world is 
very gratifying," he 
said. "I had a lot of 
good things happen, 
made a bunch of 
birdies." 

This is just the sixth 
global victory of Don¬ 
ald's professional ca¬ 
reer, and he admitted he 
has been annoyed by 
media critics who have ac¬ 
cused him of being happy 
simply to earn a healthy liv¬ 
ing. 

"I think unfairly at times 
I've been depicted as some¬ 
one that is very happy con¬ 
tending, picking up checks, 
but doesn't really care about 
winning. 

"That's as far away from 
the truth as can be," he said. 
"I feel my work ethic is as 
good as any player out here." 

Kaymer, who was assured 
of taking over the world 
number one ranking from 
Lee Westwood just by reach¬ 
ing the final, said: "I think 
he's probably the best in the 
world in the short game at the 
moment. 

"I played with Phil Mick- 
elson a few times and it is un¬ 
believable, but what Luke is 
doing at the moment is a 
joke. 

"Wherever he is, you 
know he will make the up- 
and-down, if he doesn't hole 
it." 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - The 
New York Knicks posted their 
first big win since acquiring 
Carmelo Anthony in a three- 
team blockbuster trade, beat¬ 
ing the Miami Heat 91-86 at 
American Airlines Arena.

The series will begin this 
year when the Atlanta Dream 
of the Women's NBA play a 
yet-to-be-decided opponent 
on May 29 in a pre-season 
game, only the second ever 
international game in the 
WNBA's 15-year history 
after a 2004 visit to Monter¬ 
rey, Mexico. 
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
